"The mobile terminal of claim 1, wherein said at least one camera is configured to obtain 
a 2-dimensional still image of the user's face, wherein the obtained 2-dimensional still 
image of the user's face is used to determine the user's facial texture, the determined 
facial texture being used in conjunction with the generated 3-dimensional model to 
determine whether the user is authorized to access the system."
